500,000 New Shares.

LONDON, July 9.—At yesterday’s meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Panama Canal 
Company at Paris, it was decided unanimously 
to issue 500,000 new shares at 440 franos, bear - 
ing 3 francs interest and reimbursable at 1,000 
francs in forty-eight years by bi-monthly 


drawings. The subscription will cpen 
on July 2%, for one day only in 
Europe and America, 30 francs being 


payable on application, 790 francs in August 
and 75 francs every quarter afterward, until 
the full payment is completed. The condit.ons 
are the same as those of the last emission—6 
per cent interest and 5 francs bonus for pre- 
payments. 

Ferdinand de Lesseps in a letter addressed to 
the shareholders, stated that 100,000,000 francs 


of ‘the last emission still remain in 
the company’s coffers, but that pru- 
dence demands a new emission in or- 
der that the company may not want 


money suddenly at a later moment when 
politicalevents might render it difficult to 
obtain any, andin order that the company 
may be ina position to resist any attacks of 
enemies to the enterprise. The President 
maintains the opinion that with the sum of 
600,000,000 francs authorized by the Govern- 
ment, the canal will be finished and ships will 
pass from ocean to ocean, He affirms afresh 
that the canal, if not entirely completed, will 
be open for traffic on the date already fixed.

Now it happened that in spite of this assur- 
ance, the gentleman who had redeemed the 
cigar case was not Col. Desmond.

In five minutes he had transmitted 
the same to the English authorities, and his 
work was done. In considering what he should 
do with the cigar chse, he decided to pawr it 
at another pawnbroker’s, and remit the ticket 
to the Colonel, but in endeavoring todo 80 
he was promptly arrested by the American 
police, who were on the watch for just 
that cigsar box. Now when the parties who 
had been working on one clue, and those who 
had been following up the other, thus came 
together, it will readily be conceived that 
valuable information was obtained. 

Just who did commit that murder, and what 
the Colonel had to wth it, there is nonecessity 
for this review to disclose. Those who wish 
to find out may peruse the 250 pages in which 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne tells his tale. Asa 
matter of opinion the story is too long- winded, 
and the reader gets involved in sucha laby- 
rinth of mystery that he is liable to throw the 
book aside in disgust. On the other hand, it 
must be owned that the troublesonie plot has 
been most carefully worked out, complete 
in its various phases, and if Mr. Hawthorne 
cannot be said to have raised the standard of 
the modern novel, he at least deserves credit 
for the patience and skill with which he has 
studied and described the complicated pro- 
cess of nineteenth century detective work.

MR. INCOUL’S MISADVENTORE. By Edgar 
Saltus, New York: Benjamin 4 Bell. 1887. 
vol., cloth, 12 mo. Price $1 from the publishers. 


Mr. Incoul’s ‘Misadventure’ ’’ ia one that 
may be placed inthe same category with the 
mishap ofthe girl whohas ‘‘met with a mis- 
fortune. Asacharacter study Mr. Incoul is 
worthy of all attention, as a man ofthe world 
—or a friend—Well! he would be preferable as 
someone else’sfriend. Not that a man is not 
justified in resenting a deliberate injury done 
him by anotherman. Ifeveryone would pay 
back with compound interest the deliberate 
insults and injuries by which life is rendered a 
burden the world would soon be a much better 
place than it is. But there is something 
ghoul-like in Mr. Incoul’s revenge. One ad- 
mires but turns away with a shudder. And 
altogether, Edgar’s estimate of human nat- 
ure isnotapleasantone. Judging from the 
present work, it may be summed up in a very 
short phrase: All men are villains and all 
women are frail. It would be interesting to 
know justhow a man feels who holds these 
opinions in sincerity and truth. He must feel 
rather sneaky when he gets into bed at 
night as he reflects that he is the only 
good man left in the universe. For no 
man considers himself a villain. He may 
under uncommon circumstances be brought 
to declare himself a ‘‘worm’’ and a ‘‘miser- 
able sinner,’’ ‘‘foul with the hideous leprosy 
of sin“ and only worthy of eternal damna- 
tion,“ yet he will none the less promptly 
knock down the man who calls him a villain. 
Edgar Saltus’ story is a searching inquiry into 
a certain phase of human character. 
The book (not any of the characters, but the 
book itself,) is obviously a reproduction, a sort 
ot portait of the author. We do not praise it, 
because in many respects jt is above praise, 
Itisthe honest work of an honest man, writ- 
ten because he has something to say, not he- 
cause he feels the necessity of replenishing his 
pocket- book. While in some respects the 
writer of this review does not agree with the 
author’s opinions, yet we respect those opin- 
fons because they are genuinely his own, and 
every man has aright to his honest conviction. 
But to the story:

School, Washington University, St. Louis. 


The EIGHTH YEAR of this schoo] will open on 
Monday, September 12. New students who 
have not yet been examined and accepted 
must present themselves for examination on 
FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 9. 

Candidates may apply from any town or 
State. The Junior, or first-year class, will 
consist of ninety-six members, about forty of 
whom have already been admitted. Pupils 
from the public schools should in general have 
completed the eighth grade. 

Those who present certificates of having 
completed the district school course will be 
accepted without eramination. 

No boy whose age is less than 14 years will be 
examined. 

The written examination will comprise: 
Arithmetic, through Interest; Geograpby, in- 
cluding Map-Drawing from memory; English 
Composition, including Spelling and the cor- 
rection of False Syntax. 

There will be oral examinations in Mental 
Arithmetic and Reading. No account will be 
taken of mechanical tastes or technical skill. 

Candidates for the second-year and third- 
year classes may apply at the same time. 

Those who propose to enter either of these 
latter classes should take drawing and wood- 
work in the summer school. 

The tuition fees are: First year, $60; second 
year, $80; third year, $100. There is no way of 
earning money at the school. 

Anumber of SCHOLAR6SHIPS, FREE or PARTLY 
FREE, have been established by the founders 
the school, and it is the duty of the managers 
to fllacertain number of these each year. 
The scholarships are for the benefit of poor 
but respectable and promising boys. Several 
have already been assigned to members of the 
new ciass, and several remain to be filled. 

In the school two hours per day are given to 
shop- work; four hours to recitation,,drawing 
and study. Home study ts required. 

The school furnishes shop-tools and mate- 
rials. 

Trades are not taught. The tool instruction 
is broad and universal in character. The alm 
of the school is not to make mechanics, but 
men of intelligence, handiness and judgment.

RED RAIDERS. 


Atrocities Committed by the Hostile Apaches 
in Mexico. 


EL Paso, Tex., July 9.—In spite of military 
reports to the contrary, only a small fraction 
of the hostile Apaches have really been 
captured by Gen. Miles. The remainder ofthe 
band, numbering about one hundred 
warriors, are at present encamped 
in a valley in a ragged range 
twenty miles northeast of Laguna, Santa 
Maria, and about forty miles southwest of 
Lake Guzman. Their retreat was discovered 
by Tom McGraw and Vannes Smith, two El 
Paso prospectors. They were attacked by the 
Indians before they could escape, and both 
shot. Smith was instantly killed, but scouts 
report that McGraw was captured alive and 
died at the stake. On Monday last a preda- 
tory party of thirty-six Apaches descended 
the — Grande towar Lake Guzman. 
They were seen by the Mexican guards 
at the Ascension Custom House in the 
Sabinal District, and also by Mormons living 
in that vicinity. Further above, near 1 
this party encountered four prospectors an 
killed them by torture. The bodies, now at 
Janos, furnish sufficieat evidence of the hid - 
eous atrocities to which the miserabie vic- 
tims were subjected. The bands and feet of 
all were chopped off, and one had his eyelids 
cut away. They were Americans but their names 
ere unknown. The whole section of coun 
is ut present in a state of wild excitement, an 
work atthe — A districts is practically 
suspended, causihg a monetary loss amount- 
ing far up into the thousands, The miners 
at the lancha de la Plata are arming 
themselves for the purpose of descending 
upon the valley strongbold of the savages, 
and a bloody Battle may occur at any time. 
When it occurs it will be one of extermina- 
tion, as the Guvernor’s office at Chihuabua is 

aying $700 apiece for ali Apache scalps. 
Seay of Mexican troops has already been or- 
dered tothe spot, but the miners will en- 
deavor to get in ahead and secure the bounty.

importing prices. There are still good-sized 
stocks of bright woolson hand here though 
current receipts of them are light. Inferior 
Texas and territory are arriving freely and ac- 
cumulating, though many holders have wisely 
sold at best obtainable offers, regardless of 
cost. Financial difficulties still exist in the 
East to some extent. The wool markets there 
are dulland easier. 

Ine returns from five provinces in India 
make the wheat crop of 1 about 186,000,000 
bushels, against 208,000,000 pusbels in 1886.

E. E. Rice Tries to Induce the Railroad Men 
to Make Them. 
By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPpaTcn. 

NEW YoOrK, July 9.—The New York Central 
road came near being induced the other day to 
makeasolid standinthe matter of making 
special rates to theatrical folks. It Was the 
firm of Rice & Dixey that almost induced the 


company to make the declaration of inde- 
pendence. The Rice & Dixey forces 
are now in Chicago, whither they 


started on Thursday morning, Mr. Dixey 


having been induced by the venerable 
Mr. Hooley to go out there and fil] the time 
left vacant by the point-biank refusal of Mr. 
Nat Goodwin to keep his summer contracts. 
The Dixey organization is a large one. It 
employes the services of sixty or seventy peo- 
ple, and railway fares are consequently a good 
deal ofa consideration to the management. 
Mr. Rice saw Mr. Monett, the passenger agent 
of the big rallway corporation. He said to 
that official: 

Look here, you men have not much nerve. 
Why don’t you, for one, make a break and 
give arate to some company?’’ 

The penalty, replied Mr. Monett with be- 
commeryy gravity, ‘‘is just $5,000, and there 
would bea very narrow margin for profit in 
such an arrangement. 

But, continued Rice, „of the sum vou 
mention Dixey and I would contribute $1,000 to 
go toward making a test case, and Mcbaull, 

Daly, Palmer and most of the other managers 
of big companies would find it worth while to 
subscribe also to such a fund. The road cor- 
poration undertaking to make a test on this 
matter would gain the friendsbiß of the dra- 
matic profession and would really lose nothing 
in cash. 

Mr. Monett thought it was worth consider- 
ing and he did consider it for some days. But 
it came to nothing after all, though I have 
heard several railway men in talking it over 
say that the matter would probably find a set- 
tlement one way orthe otber through some 
such scheme as this, Since that time Mr. Rice 
has talked with the agents of nearly all the 
big lines, and has practically made a standing 
offer of $1,000 towards the defense fund of any 
corporation willing to undertake the test.

How McCarthy Came to Purchase the Ameri- 
can Derby Winner. 


The saying ‘‘You cannot judge a man by the 
clothes he wears,’’ willin a measure apply to 
race horses, for you cannot judge a horse by 
the price paidfor him. This fully applies to 
O. H. Todd, the winner of the American Derby. 
C. H. Todd, says the Sacramento Bee, was 
bred and raised at Theodore Winters’ Rancho 
del Rio, in this county, and was sold at the 


first annual sale of Del Rio yearlings, at 
Shear’s stables in this city, on July 16, 1835, to 
Joe Harvey of San Francisco for He was 
foaled May 5 ie and is by Joe Hooker, dam 


Rosa B., by Norfolk, second dam, Mattie A., 
by Australian. 
Mr. Harvey placed the colt in Garland & 


Goldsmith’s stable, and after a time he became 
their property for a not very great considera- 
tion. It was while in their stable that the colt 
received his name, James Gariand naming 
him after a well-known young gentleman of 
this city, and the then secretary of the Capital 
Turf Club. When the firm decided upon send- 
ing their famous racer, Beaconsfield, to the 
East they also decided upon selling Todd, 
and accordingly he was advertised to 
be auctioned at the Bay District track 
on the first aay. of the spring meeting of 
the Pacific Coast Blood Horse meeting in 1886. 
In this city, shortly prior to being taken be- 
low, he ran a trial, and on the strength of this 
trial, which is said to have been fast, he was 
sold to an Oregon purchaser for $1,275. This 
gentleman placed the horse in W. M. Murry’s 
charge, but he failed to accomplish anything, 
never passing the post first in any of six or 
more races in which he was started. Todd 


showed up well in his work, and 
his owner backed him well nm all 
his races, and his losses were 


considerable. As Todd’s new owner was new 
on the turf he soon became discouraged and 
wanted to sell his colt at any price. Young 
Dan McCarty, a lad of about 12 years, heard of 
this, and, as he took a liking to the horse, and 
thinking he would make a nice saddle horse 
in place of his Shetland, he prevailed upon his 
father, Dan McCarty, of white plug hat fame, 
to purchase him The purchase was made for 
$100 and the Shetland pony.
